Relative Merits of the Hiad and 
Pa ra ­ 
dise Lost. 
To say that ""Paradile Lost’^ has 
given greater pleasure to a large 
number, or to any number of readers 
than the ""Iliad'^ is to slate something 
that had probably not occurred to any 
man who has read both works, say s 
the Salt Lake Herald. 
It is well within the bounds of rea­ 
son to say that hardly one in 20 of the 
people who start to read Milton^s 


wonderful poem ever iinish it. Un 
the other hand, hardly one in 20 who 
begin any good 
translation 
of 
Homer^s magnum opus, fail to read 
every line of it. The pleasure derived 
from the ""Iliad^^ is hardly to be com­ 
pared with that derived from the 
work of Milton. It is not necessary 
to read the former in the origina. 
Greek, although to appreciate it in 
all of its full, ripe beauty , it shouk 
be read in the original. 
There are a number of translations, 
however, that retain practically al 
that is best in the ""Jliad;^' at least 
they contain so nearly all of it tha 
proficiency in Greek is not a sine qua 
non in its perusal. 
It may be saic 
with reasonable certainty that for 
every one who has read ""Paradise 
Lost^" in its entirety , 100 have reao 
the ""Iliad."'^ From the quarrel of 
Achilles with Agamemnon and the 
Greek army to the burial of Hector, 
the ‘"lliad^^ is full of action, of noble 
thoughts and of lofty sentiments.
